Hickel was transferred 
from Vienna a year ago and de- 
voted his whole energy to putting 
down the Nazis. 


Violence Follows Hanging of So- 
cialist as Terrorist. 
Violence in separated instances 
followed. the hanging yesterday of 
a Socialist by .the Dollifuss Gov- 

ernment. 

A member of the Heimwebr, 
which supports the Government, 
was lured from his home at Klagen- 
furt by a telephone call. An un- 
identified assailant riddled him 
with. bullets 4s soon as he ap- 
peared on the street in uniform, 
killing him instantly. : 

An electric power station was 
dynamited early this morning. at 
Eggenberg, a working class sub- 
urb of Graz, and the whole city 
was darkened. 

A Heimwehrman guarding a rail- 
way near _ Weissenbach, in the 
Tyrol, was shot. by. unidentifed 
gunmen. 

Sylvesta. Wanneck, one of Aus- 
tria’s. most popular stunt flyers, 
was jailed on suspicion that he 
flew political fugitives across the 
border. 

The first person hanged in the 
campaign .directed chiefly -against 
Nazis was the Socialist, Josef Gerl. 

An official statement said a wide- 
spread,,coundup of political sus- 
pects within the last two days was 
to prevent trouble with Com- 
munists. - 

Some 1500 “preventive” arrests 
have been made, mostly of Social- 
ists, although Communists and 
Nazis were included. Political po- 
lice claim evidence the three parties 
have allied for a united fight 
against the Government. 

The hanging of Gerl, 22-year-old 
native of Czecho-Slovakia, brought 
to 10 the number of Socialists exe- 
cuted since the February civil war. 
Gerl was hanged three hours after 
he and Rudolf Anzboeck were con- 
vieted of a bombing and the shoot- 
ing of a policeman. Anzboeck was 
pardoned by President Miklas on 
the ground that he was incited by 
Gerl. He must serve life imprison- 
ment. 

A dispatch from Praha said re- 
sentment was intense at the execu- 
tion of Gerl, for whom a pardon 
was sought by the Czecho-Slovakian 
Charge 0’ Affaires in Vienna. News- 
papers interpreted the act as an 
unfriendly one by Austria toward 
Czecho-Slovakia.

Prosecuter in: Closing Argu- 
ment Says They Haven't 
“Even One Good Alibi.”

NEW YORK, July 25.—The Fed- 
eral mail fraud case against James 
C. McKay and William J. Graham, 
Reno gamblers, was given to a jury 
at 11:45 a. m. today.

$60,000 to finance one of these 
transactions? 

“If you should find there was a 
scheme, and that‘ McKay and. Gra- 
ham were once connected, then 
there is no evidence in this case 
that they ever disconnected them- 
selves, and you would find them

WASHINGTON, July 25.—At. the 
request of Chairman Fletcher, the 
experts of the Senate 
Currency Committee, it was learned 
today, have prepared @ memoran- 
dum listing the financial practices 
that should be investigated if the 
committee is to make the “full and 
complete” Wall street inquiry or- 
dered by the Senate. 

Without an opposing wote, the 


+ Senate on June 4 extended the life 


of the investigation until the end 
of the first session of the Seventy- 
fourth Congress, that is, for about 
another year. The extension reso- 
lution continued “in full force and 
effect” the authorities previously 
granted the committee. 

Principal Recommendation. 

The principal recommendation of 
the experts is that the committee 
should investigate the connections 
of insurance companies with banks, 
trust companies and large indus- 
trial corporations. It will be re- 
called that insurance. company of- 
ficials were mentioned in the Wall 
street investigation, particularly 
Frederick H. Ecker, president of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Co. who was on the “preferred” 
list of J. P. Morgan customers. 

The memorandum points out that 
there are approximately. 90,000,000 
life insurance policies in force in 
the United States, representing sav- 
ings of about $20,000,000,000, about 
equal to the*tapital of all of the 
American railroads. 

The memorandum argues that the 
life imsurance business has re- 
mained untouched by congressional 
investigations although millions of 
people are directly interested in it, 
a striking example of the massing 
of tremendous power in few hands, 
the ex- 
perts declare, cannot do a thorough 
job of investigating large scale 
finances unless it goes into the sub- 
ject of Ule insurance operations. 

One. of Greatest Influences. 

The influence and control over 
$20,000,000,000 of people’s savings, 
the experts have told the commit- 
tee chairman, through interlocking 
directorates, through insurance of- 
ficials and directors on investment 
bankers’ preferred lists, and other 
practices, is one of the greatest of 
the financial world. , 

There already is evidence at hand 
awaiting development, the experts 
say, showing connections with Wall 
street, the loading of extravagant 
expenses and gross mismanage- 
ment. The report goes on to say 
that it may be that only some of 
the larger companies are involved. 
The memorandum insists that all 
insurance business will be bene- 
fitted by the investigation, that the 
good companies will be strength- 
ened by the elimination of the bad, 
and the mismanaged ones by the 
elimination ‘of the mismanagers. 

Answering the expected deciara- 
tion that such an investigation 
would “hurt business by destroying 
confidence,” the report says that 
a similar cry was raised when the 
committee began to investigate the 
big banks. The report declares 
that the soundly operated banks 
were not hurt at all and the un- 
soundly-managed banks were put 
through a cleaning process by which 
the officials responsible for the loss 
of millions were replaced by other 
men. It cites the fact that Albert 
Wiggin’s $100,000-a-year pension 
was cut off as a result of\the com- 
mittee’s investigation, thus helping 
bank stockholders. 

Subjects for Investigation. 

The subjects listed by the memo- 
randum are the trust operations of 
banking houses, the practice of 
multiple directorships in. industry, 
and finally, the eentrol. of wealth 
in the United States. !

The lower limit to wages is feached when low 
income. so impairs the health, training and morale of 
the worker that it destroys his productive etfcy 
of, before that, when inadequacy of purchasing power 
destroys the market for the goods which industry is 
equipped to produce, It seems indisputable 
business cannot carry on, cannot pay interest and 
realize profits, unless the masses of people, who are 
workers, have the money with which to buy. _ 

Between these upper and lower limits there may 
be a wide margin within which actual wages may be 
set. Where freedom prevails, the location of the 
wage figure within this margin will be determined 
by two\forces: the relative economic strength of em- 
ployer and employe and their relative skill in bar- 
gaining. Labor, if it seeks its own advantage, will 
increase its economic strength and improve its bar- 
gaining skill through organization. For such or- 
ganization there can be no substitute upon which la- 
bor can safely rely. 

Wages can be set at any other point than that de- 
termined by this balance of power only if compul- 
sion is interposed. Compulsion can be applied only 
by government. Its method is that of compulsory 
arbitration. Compulsory arbitration destroys the 
right to strike, It denies both employer and em- 
ploye freedom to make the wage bargain. It sets 
up industrial courts to fix wages by decree. When 
employers control the courts, their decrees may give 
labor far less than it might have obtained by a trial 
of power. When labor controls them, their decrees 
may push wages to a level which would render im- 
possible the continuance of private industry. 

There is no principle which could enable such 
tribunals to dispense even-handed justice. Inevita- 
bly, they would become tools of the dominant political 
group. It is for this reason that we have opposed 
them, that we have opposed any measures which 
threaten to bring us to them. 

Conciliation, mediation, voluntary arbitration, are 
not open to the criticism which applies to compul- 
sory arbitration, Both employer and employe are 
free to use them or not, to abide by or to renounce 
their results. It is important that con¢iliators, me- 
diators, arbitrators should enjoy the full confidence 
of both employers and employes. In general, it may 
be assumed that the disputants will repose more con 
fidence in negotiators whom they select themselves 
than in boards imposed on them from a For 
this reason, there is a presumption-in favor of local 
unofficial settlement of labor disputes. 

Conciliators, mediators, arbitrators are compelled 
by. the nature of the situation to weigh the relative: 
strength of the disputants and arrive at # finding 
based upon the balance of power. Only so can there 
be any prospect that their decisions will be allowed 
to stand. . ‘ : 

What, then, does it mean to be. fair to labor? It 
means, first, no interference with the right of labor, 
through organization, enforced if necessary by the 
strike, to seek that to which its economic strength 
entitles it, and, second, it means that both employer 
and employe shall have free access to conciliatory 
agencies of their own choosing. This, and not the 
imposition of terms of employment by official decree, 
is the way of freedom.

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SINCE BLERIOT FLEW THE CHANNEL. 

When Louis Bleriot flew his frail little plane 
across the English Channel 25 years ago today, he 
broke no distance or speed records, but he marked an 
epoch and blazed a trail for aviation. His exploit, 
after competitors had failed and crashes had marked 
several of his own attempts, won the London Daily 
Mail’s $5000 prize and roused a world-wide interest 
in flying that has never subsided. It Was a daring 
feat, in the days when an airplane’s ability to get 
off the ground and then stay up was always in doubt, 
to trust one’s self to such a rude assemblage of wire 
and canvas in an over-water flight, even for the 87 
minutes required for the 31-mile passage. - 

In the intervening quarter-century, channel flights 
have become a commonplace. The air lines of four 
hations regularly ply that course, and one British 
pilot. alone has taken 65,000 passengers over the 
route. Bleriot has seen regular passenger air lines 
cover most of the world, extend from Burope to Af- 
rica and Asia, with mail routes to South America, and 
scheduled service to Australia exp soon. He has 
lived to witness non-stop flights across continents and 
oceans, aerial exploration of the Arctic and Ant- 
arctic, development of commercial flying and plane 
manufacture into a major industry, The planes now 
in use, he notes with pride, follow the principles of 
his pioneer ship, but he thinks the airplane “is still 
far from its final form,” No one will dispute that 
judgment.

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CHANGING THE SHOOTING SEASON. 

If the recommendations of the Advisory Board un- 
der the Migratory Bird Treaty act are accepted, the 
states will have ‘a wide latitude of choice in fixing 
shooting seasons for migratory game. 

Thé board recommends that the season not exceed 
90 shooting days, but it is willing to distribute these 
days pretty much as the states would like. They 
may, for instance, take three shooting days a week 
for 10 sucdéessive weeks between Oct. 1 and Jan. 15. 
The shooting days would have to be successive, If 
a state chose five shooting .days a week, its open 
seasoh would extend for six weeks. The board re 
fused to recommend rest days, which have been 
found to be unsatisfactory. As a matter of fact, no 
such plan is consistent with the conservation policy 
of. the Government. To shoot migratory birds three 
days a week could hardly result in killing fewer 
birds. It would much likelier have the contrary ef- 
fect, since not to harass the birds four days a week 
would make it much easier to kill them on the three 
shooting days. This is a favorite resort of those 
who conduct commercial shooting places. 

But the conditions of nature are such as virtually 
to have decimated some kinds of waterfowl, partic- 
tlarly such varieties of ducks as redheads and can- 


vasbacks. They have not been particularly disastrous |- 


to the mallard and pintail, the ducks chiefly shot in 
the region around St. Louis. The Government is seek- 
ing to arrive at fairness in the emergency, and the 
récommendations of the Advisory Board are fair. 
The sportsmen of Missouri can exercise their own 
wishes in the matter through the State Game and 
Fish Department. The State Game and Fish Com- 
missioner, Wilbur C. Buford, has proved himself a 
competent and open-minded administrator. It would 
seem that the thing to do here, if the recommenda 
tions of the board are to be followed by the Govern- 
ment, would be to open the season Fridays, Saturdays 
and Sundays, beginming perhaps Friday, Oct. 26, and 
ending Sunday, Dec. 30. This schedule might igelude 
Thanksgiving, Thursday, Nov. 29, instead of . 30. 
Such a distribution would extend the season over 
10 weeks at a-time when the chief flights occur. 
There will inevitably be periods of bluebird weather 
‘im such a season, but no straight 30-day season could 
be launched with any assurance that it would not 
sometimes consist entirely, of bluebird weather. We 
have such spelis in this region. They are one of the 
characteristics of Indian summer:. The sportsmen 
should get in. touch with the State Game and Fish 
Commissioner and give him the benefit of their views. 
The Advisory Board wisely refused to prohibit the 
feeding of ducks on hunting grounds:.It recom- 
mended that permits be issued to individuals and 
clubs not engaged in abuse of this practice or com- 
mercial shooting. This is rational and reasonable. 
It is not difficult to make such a distinction. Be- 
cause a few people abuse the practice is no reason 
why all sportsmen should abstain from it. Feeding 
birds upon shooting grounds has often solved the 
food problem for many birds whith would otherwise 
perish from starvation. Feeding ducks on hunting 
grounds is also a means of bringing the migratory 
flights down in easy stages entirely over a broad lat- 
itude, when they would otherwise go through in a sin- 
gle flight, to be shot in the South. > 
The Government has discreetly adopted a policy 
of producing more game, as opposed to making un- 
reasonable strictures upon hunting such game as 
there is. Excessive prohibition in this field is no 
more effective than it was with respect to liquor. 
The birds have steadily diminished under it, The 
new chief of the Biological Survey, Jay N. Darling, 
takes this sensible view of the matter. He is a life- 
long hunter of migratory game, and no better quali- 
fied man ever occupied the position he holds, The 
sportsmen look to him for fairness—fairness to them 
and to the game.

N THE issue of July 10, I ventured to 
| chattenge as grossly exaggerated and mis- 


leading Chairman Fietcher’s estimate of. 


the cost of the New Deal, and to suggest 
that his figures had been taken uncritically 
from tables printed in the Congressional 
Record by Congressman Chester C. Bolton. 
Mr. Bolton now has defended his figures. 

Since Mr. Bolton's figures have been of- 
ficially adopted by the Republican party fof 
the congressiona] campaign, they are impor- 
tant. I should like first to place on the 
record what Mr. Fietcher actually said about 
these figures: 7 

“Nor must we forget the staggering cost. 
The New Deal has cost.to date seven bil- 
lions, Congress has authorized the expendi- 
ture of at least billions more. 

“Buery dollar both these budgets must 
be paid by the people of the United States 
or repudiated by the Government.” 

I take this to mean and as being intended 
to mean that the Seventy-third Congress has 
cost the taxpayer 27 billions. Since it is 
easily demonstrated that the taxpayer is not 
called upon to pay 27 billions, I called these 
figures falsé and misleading. 


Mr. Bolton and I are at odds on two 
points. First, he charges up as the cost of 
the New Deal in 1984 all outlays by the 
Government, whereas I maintain (a) that 
expenditures -which would have occurred 
under any administration are not properly 
costs of the New Deal, and (b) that outlays 
which are being and will be recovered by 
the Government, and are no burden upon 
the taxpayer, should not be held up to the 
taxpayer as sums he will have to make good. 

Second, Mr. Bolton with some qualifica- 
tions, but Mr. Fiétcher without any qualifi- 
cations at all, treats as costs of the New 
Deal, to be met by the taxpayer, some eight 
billions of contingent obligations, whereas 
I maintain that it is very misleading to treat 
this whole sum as a cost to the taxpayer. 

In the year ending last June 30, the out- 


lays of the Government were about seven 


billions. Now, whether or not this is to 
called the cost of the New Deal is in 
a matter of definition. But to my mind, 
does not seém fair to ¢ to.

I should not classify it as an expenditure 
which the taxpayer had to cover if the tax- 
payer does not have to cover it. I should 
explain to the people that there is a differ- 
ence between expenditure and investment. 
Mr. Bolton pretends to be giving the tax- 
payer a true picture of the financial position 
of the Government. His method of drawing 
the picture is to count all outlays as ex- 
penditures and to say nothing about assets. 
This is like saying that John Jories “spent” 
a thousand dollars buying a Liberty bond. 
By that device, I can prove that any bank 
or corporation in the world is profligate and 
bankrupt. Apply Mr. Bolton's methods to 
the Federal Reserve banks. They have “ex- 
pended” two billions in the purchase of sé- 
curities. Mr. Bolton would say nothing 
about the securities, and would thus convey 
the impression that the stockholders had to 
make good the two-billion expenditure. 
Now this is precisely what he has done 
with the RFC, That corporation has invest- 
ed large sums of money. Mr, Bolton draws 
@ veil over the assets it has acquired, and 
itispires Mr. Fletcher to tell the public that

O EAST belongs the power and | 
the. glory on this hand. East 
started laying the groundwork 
for his brilliant defense on the open- 
ing lead, and as South struggied 
with his four-heart contract, the 
subsequent plays fell into a beauti- 
ful pattern from which South could 
not escape.

It is associated with the 
name of a man far more famous’ 
in our day for something else— 
Sigmund Freud, who originated the’ 
method of psychoanalysis. 


In 1884 Dr. Freud was an as- 
sistant in nervous diseases at —* 
General hospital in Vienna. He had 
a patient, a young man, who had 
had an amputation, and in whose 
stump there had formed a painful 
nerve end of the kind known as 
“amputation neuroma.” So terrific 
was the pain of this nerve stump 
that the young man had developed 
into a morphine addict in order to 
be comfertable. Freud suggested 
the idea of stopping the pain with 
local applications of cocaine in or- 
der to cure the patient of his mor- 
phinism., 

He suggested to a young doctor, 
named Kari Koller, who was an 
interne in the hospital, that cocaine 
might prove valuable as a local an 
esthetic, 

Koller tried it on the eye of a 
guinea . He allowed a few drops 
fa ery solution of cocaine to 
trickle over the cornea. He noticed 
that at first the animal blinked the 
eyelids and then, after a minute,
